(Today is the 99th anniversary of the agreem ent between the I*. S. and 
Canada to abolish heavy a rm a m e n t on the border. I 
It was just 99 years ago th at two men, sitting in Washington, 
earnestly trying to benefit the people who inhabit the American con­ 
tinent. agreed to the disarm am en t of the border between the Knifed 
States and Canada. A m em orable document was then and there writ­ 
ten which may serve as a model in the great i»cace treaties which 
must inevitably be signed by the E u r o p e a n powers. This being 
the 
H9th anniversary of the a g reem en t, we are reproducing an article 
written ny Elbert Hubbard in 1 9 U8 . 
The coast line between Canada and the Knifed States, from the St. 
l a w r e n c e river to l^ake Superior. Is about 2,000 miles. In the year 1812 
th ere were forty-six forts, big and little, on the Knifed States side, and 
about the same num ber frowned at u* from Kanada. 
At Fort Niagara alone there were at one time 6.000 troops. Alto­ 
gether we had on the Great Lakes over a hundred craft devoted to the 
art of fighting— this in the interest of peace. 
In one little battle we had with ou r British cousins, on !.ake Erie.

So far as we know, the agreem ent 
will continue for all time Both par­ 
ties are satisfied, and in fact, so n at­ 
urally has it
